The Burning Forests. 

The Eastern papers report that in the 
forests of Orange, Dutchess, Ulster and 
Sullivan counties, New York, “the most 
extensive fires ever known” have been 
raging for weeks. The forests of the Sha- 
wangunk range of mountains were in 
flames during all of last week. At one 
time the entire backbone of ridges for sev- 
eral miles seemed almost one continuous 
pathway of fire. Pillars and clouds ol 
smoke hung over the district by day, and 
lurid seas of flame glared upon the dark- 
ness of the night, making the valleys be- 
low like some vast fiery furnace. On 
Thursday and Friday the scene was mag- 
nificent and appalling. From present cal- 
culations the loss will be over a million of 
dollars. This estimate includes immense 
quantities of cut wood, ties, ship-joints and 
several dwellings on the hillsides. One 
family at Briggsville had a narrow escape 
trom a horrible holocaust. The fire gained 
so rapidly that almost before they were 
aware of it their dwelling was surrounded 
and but one narrow strip of open ground 
along the roadside left as an avenue of 
escape. Although the air was stifling with 
smoke and overpowering with heat, and 
at times the road itself obscured trom view, 
they succeeded in saving themselves. One 
child, about four years old, was carried 
and nearly died from suffocation. Their 
hair was singed, and their garments and 
shoes shriveled. A large number of cattle 
are supposed to have been destroyed. The 
bones and charred remains of several have 
been found. The New York Herald 
relates that a party of four gentlemen, 
consisting of Mr. A. R. McDonatp, 8. V. 
Raxpotru, Epwarp Rieiiy and E. M. 
Srencer, also had a narrow*escape from 
perishing in the conflagration. They had 
been out beyond Ellenville, about the 
brooks and mountains, trout fishing and 
hunting, and camped for the night on 
Friday on the Drowned Lands Hills. At-

LOUISVILLE 43 4 MANUFACTURING POINT. 


As & manufacturing poicot, Louisville bas 
gsined a large degree of prominence. The 
cupital employed in various maaoufacturing 
enterpris«s amounts to willons, giving em 
ployment to thousands of people; and Louis- 
ville is zealously laboring to increase the fa- 
cilities by which manufacturing enterprises 
will be mcreased and made more profitable. 
As ap evidence of this, I refer to her liberal 
subscription to the Elizabethtown and Padu 
c rasiroad, which penetrates for nioety 
miles one of the richest coal-flelds on the con- 
tineut, as also her subscription for the im. 
provement of the navigation of the Kentucky 
river, which will further contribute to the 
certainty of a regular supply of coal at re- 
duced jrices. With this fuel problem solved, 
and the works to which I bave referred are 
@ecigued to solve them, Louisville will be in 
possession of every seeded requirement to 
attract cepital for investment in manufactur 
ibg enterprises.
